Hints for Firing the Bren 


1, During all practices it is necessary to notice 
carefully the actual elevation required for the par- 
ticular range, as so much depends upon correct eleva- 
tion. 


2, Each L.M.G, has its own peculiarities. You must, 
therefore, ‘“ get to know ” your particular gun if you are 
going to get the best out of it, ¢.g., note which hole in 
the gas regulator gives most reliable functioning, because 
the gun groups best when the gas is exactly balanced by 
the return spring. 


3, In ranging, observation of fire is most important, as 
your subsequent shooting will depend on the alterations 
in elevation you make. Alter your sights boldly until 
correct range is obtained. 


4, Always take the greatest care in filling your 
magazines, as a badly filled magazine may give you a 
stoppage. 


5, Correct holding is essential to good shooting. 
Therefore, study carefully the diagrams which follow.

Remarks :— 
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A. Few Hints on Shooting 


1. The best rifle will soon lose the keen edge of its 
accuracy if the barrel is not carefully cleaned after 
shooting. ‘So, whether it is going to be inspected or not, 
clean it thoroughly. 

Moreover, be careful not to bump your rifle or knock it 
about. A rifle can easily be damaged and its accuracy 
spoilt. 


2. Exercise your muscles by plenty of practice with 
an empty rifle. A lot of time can be saved by quick 
and clean loading, and reloading with butt in the 
shoulder. This must be practised a great deal to become 
perfect. Time saved in quick manipulation can be spent 
in more accurate aiming and steadier trigger release. 


3. Exercise your brain Good results in shooting 
require a lot of thought. Before you begin shooting 
observe the conditions of wind and light, and think out 
how they will be likely to affect your point of aim and 
your elevation. 


4. Be careful to adopt a good position, A good firing 
position is the very basis of good shooting. 
5. A few tips about “' Rapid Firing ” :— 
(@) Have the action very clean and slightly oiled with 
ciEan oil. 


(®) Don’t have your ammunition or hands oily. 
* (@ Get into a good firm position. 
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(2) Make certain of the tight grip with the left hand, 
This is the controlling hand. 

(e) Correct grip with the right hand. 

(f) Reload quickly and cleanly. 

(g) Keep head still. 

(4) Count the number of rounds. 

(7) Keep your eye fixed on the target when working 
the bolt. Only look down when putting in a 
fresh charger. 

(k) Be DETERMINED to shoot QuicK and sTRAIGHT. 


6. Focus your Target—Look hard at it as you 
bring your rifle up to aim, and keep a clear view of it 
until the shot has been fired. 


7. Declare your point of aim correctly to your 
instructor, so that he can advise you in what to do. 


8. When you have finished shooting, analyse the 
results, shot by shot, and if any shot went wrong, try 
to think out why. In this way you will find out your 
faults and correct them. 


9. Make a close study of your shooting with the 
bayonet fixed, as the bayonet will probably alter your 
normal elevation.
